gVELAND TALKING OVER MATTERS 


with Democratic * Leaders --- The 
Lines of the Discussion. 


GROVER HAS A NEW FISHING DEVICE 


With Which He Is Preparing to Astonish 
the Festive Bass—How a Hentuck- 
ian Got Office—Gossipy Notes. 


Washington, May 14.—(Special.)—The 
democrats are already discussing the work 
to be done by the next congress. Mr. 
Cleveland has been discussing the matter 
with many of the leaders recently, and it 
is possible that a financial policy. will be 
agreed upon by which the Sherman law 
shall be repealed, an income tax levied and 
the 10 per cent tax on thé issue of state 


banks repealed. 

It is possible that Mr. Cleveland will 
recommend such action in his message to 
congress at the opening of the September 
extra session. : 

Besides this the other two chief things 
0 be done by the next congress are a @m- 
plete revision of the tariff and the repeal 
of the federal election laws. 

And the next congress will not be a year 
by any means in doing this work. There 
will be a change in the rules of the house 
by which the power to put an end to fili- 
bustering will be lodged somewhere. 

The members are almost unanimous in 
the advocacy of a rule to prevent the de 
Jays which were caused in the last con- 
gress by filibustering. 

What Will the Message Be? 

The present financia] condition of the * 
country is such that every one is anxious 
to know what kind of a message Mr. Cleve- 
land is going to send to congress when he 
calls it in extra session. They want to 
know what he is going to say about the 
financia] question, 

Mr. Cleveland hag not yet given any pub- 
lic utterance to his views as to what con- 
gress should do, but he has discussed the 
gestion with th® Jéaders of both houses, 

Mr. Cleveland is unalterably opposed to 
the free coinage of silver. He wants the 
Sherman silver purchase law repealed with- 
out any substitute legislation on the silver 
question. At one time he was willing to the 
re-enactment of the old Bland Jaw, but he is 
opposed to that now. Indeed he is of the- 
Opinion that this country has just as much 
silver money as it wants.. 

But Mr. Cleveland knows that the senti- 
© yment is such in the south and west that 
the representatives from these sections in 
congress would never agree to the repeal] of 
the Sherman law without substitute legisla- 
tion, and he is inclined to advise the north- 
ern men to make concessions to these sec 
tions. He likewise realizes that we need 
more money in the country, and he is an 
advocate of the plank in the Chicago plat- 
fourm: for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
the issue of state banks. He has said re- 
peatedly recently that he sees no good rea- 
son why such a law should not be enacted, 
and why it should not be accepted as sub- 
gag legislation in repealing the Sherman 

aw. 

Mr. Cleveland has also been discussing 
a2 income tax recently. While he is not 
an enthusiastic advocate of such a tax he 
is not an opponent of the idea. But he has 
hever committed himself either way on this 
question yet. .

BENNETT’S PLANS FOR THE HERALD. 


A Stock Company Will Be Formed with a 
Capital of $2,000,000. 

New York, May 14.—It is explained that the 
disappearance of James Gordon Bennett's 
name from the title page of The New Tork 
Herald is “yo to the fact that the proprietor- 


ship of the journal has been vested in a stock 
company. Mr, Bennett feels that in case any- 
thing should happen to him, it is desirable 
that the property be put in shape for proper 
preservation. 

Mr. John Townshend, attorney for Mr. 
Bennett, is yo as saying that Mr. Ben- 
nett has had in his head for two or three 
years the idea of forming a corporation -to 
run The Herald. Nothing had been defi- 
nitely decided beyond the fact that the vcor- 
— will surely be formed. No steps 

ave been taken beyond aq #jscussion of 
the plan. Mr. Townshend said, speaking 
from his knowledge of the matter, that the 
eapital. stock would be $2,000,000. He 
thought the shares would be $100 each, mak- 
ing 20,000 shares in all, and that Mr. Ben- 
nett would hold $1,800,000 worth of stock, 
or 18,000 shares. 

The stock will not be for sale and there 
will be as few stockholders as possible. As 
soon as* Mr. Bennett determined oinadigee | 
to have a corporation he fook his name o 
the editorial page. 

Mr. Townshend said that Mr. Mackay had 
no interest in The Herald at the present 
time, nor would he have in the new corpora- 
tion. Mr. Bennett is richer today than he 
ever was and is in no finaugial difficulty. 

The Herald is not mortgiged for a dollar, 
and Mr. Bennett ts worth $4,500,000 clear of 
his debts. If there are three stockholders 
Gardiner G. Howland will probably be one 
of them; if more than this Mr. Townshend 
could not tefl who they would be. 2 

“To sum up tke whole thing,’’ said Mr. 
Townshend, “he is simply going to organize 
a corporation to hold hif® newspaper prop- 
erty, of which corporation he will hold the 
majority of stock. He does this in order 


» that he may have his property. in such shape 


that if he were so minded he could easily 
dispose of either awart of it during his life 
and can partition it plainly and promptly 
at his death.’’ 


THE NEGRO DEMOCRATIC LEAGUE 


Wants the Colored Bosses Bounced and Their 
Places Given to Democratic Negroes. 

Washington, May 14.—The National Negro 
Democratic League has, through its presi- 
dent, H. J. ©. Taylor, of Kansas City; H. 
C. Smith, -of Alabama, and Chinn, of the 
executive committee, and H. C. C. Astwood, 
of Louisiana, addressed a letter to President 
Cleveland upon a question “seriously af- 
fecting the cause of negro democracy in this 
country.”’ 

After criticising the republican party for 
its treatment of the negro the letter says 
that the league stood with the democratic 
party when it was routed in.1888, and those 
who had received recognition were promptly 
chastised and summarily dismissed by. the 
successful republicans. In the last campaign 
the negro democrat ih “the face of insults 
and injuries of every kind,’’ with his voice, 
his pen and his best energies proclaimed for 
Grover Cleveland and reform. “Negro de- 
mocracy then became a positive factor in 
the body politic of the nation.”’ 

The letter recites that the league is placed 
in a false light before the country because 
of the failure of the party to recognize them 
in the distribution of patronage, and asks 
the president if the places held by colored 
republicans who have been and are now 
hostile to the league, are to remain longer 
in the hands of political enemies. 

To correct this abuse and to prove to the 
country that the democratic party is true 
to the negro, as well as to redeem pledges 
made during this campaign, the league asks 
that speedy recognition be given by the 
president to negro democrats and the places 
now held by negro republicahs be given to 
the league. 


A HUNDRED THOUSAND VISITORS 


Would Have Attended the Fair Had the 
Gates Been Open. 

Chicago, May 14.—The world’s fair would 
have had fully 100,000 visitors today 
had the gates been open. This was 
the smallest estimate made by Horace 
Tucker, superintendent of admissions, who 
declared that the railways and cable lines 
had brought at least that many people into 
the immediate vicinity of the fair during the 
day. As on Jast Sunday, the crowd was forced 
to spill over into the side shows, the ossified 
family, the fortune-tellers, trick bicycle riders 
and the other attractions of a like intellectu- 
ality. reaped enough money to make them 
rich for a year or two. ide the gates the 
work of installation and the arrangement of 
delayed exhibits went oo as busily as ever. 
Matters are being very rapidix pushed into 
shape these days, and it will not be long be- 
fore everything is complete. Some exhibi- 
tors seem to think the fair is to last for 
several. years, as they keep sending their 
goods along in small consignmeuts, but these 
people are comparatively few and the ma- 
ority are working desperately to have all ex- 
ibits properly arranged. 

A Silver Day at the Fair. 

Chicago, Mav 14.—Goveraor Prince, of 
Mexico, chairman of the committee hppolnted 
at the recent trans-Mississippi congress at 
Ogden to arrange for a silver day at Chicago 
during the exposition, had a conference with 
the committee on ceremonies on Saturday, 
which resulted in September 11th being ap- 
pointed as silver day. It is expected that the 
most prominent champions of a bimetallic 
standard will be present at that time and 
that addresses made will be of national im-

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DOWN THE SHAFT 


A Car and Its Human Freight Fall Three 
Thousand Feet, 


AND TEN MEN ARE DASHED 10 PIECES 


At the Bottom of the Calumet and 
Hecla Copper Mine. 


IT WAS THE RESULT OF CARELESSNESS 


On the Part of the Engineer Who Was in 
/ Charge—An Investigation Being 
Made by the Coroner. 


Milwaukee, May 14.—A Haughton, Micb., 
specia] to The Sentinel says: Ten men were 
dashed to pieces in the Red Jacket perpen- 
dicular shaft of the Calumet and Hecla 
mine at noon today. The miners were com- 
ing up in the cage to dinner and the engi- 
neer hoisted the cage against the timbers of 
the shaft. The coupling pin broke and the 
men were dashed downward over three thou- 
sand feet to the bottom, The names of the 
killed are: 

Allen Cameron, son of Captain Cameron, 
in charge. 

James Cocking, single, supporting widow- 
ed mother. 

Joseph Pope, leaves a wife and one child. 
The wife was at the mouth of the shaft with 
his dinner, and saw the terrible fall of her 
husband and his comrades. 

John Rodgers, leaves a wife and several 
children. 

John Hicks, single, aged :twenty-four. 

Andrew Edno, married, aged forty. 

Robert Wuopia, leaves a wife and three 
children. 

Michael Leavitto, widower. 

James Trevo, jeaves a wife and three chil- 
dren, 

C. S. Sullivan, single, aged forty. 

No inquest has been held as yet. 

The men were aboard a ship, used inhoist- 
ing rock, and when _ the load of human 
freight reached the surface, the engineer 
did not stop it in time, but it went to the 
top of the derrick, when it broke loose and 
went back withsa crash to the bottom of 
the shaft. There is no way of reaching the 
bottom, nor getting the dead men out, ex- 
cept by going throughanothershaft, half a 
mile away, so that it was nearly three 
hours before the true state of affairs could 
be ascertained, and it will be towards morn- 
ing before the bodies can be brought to 
the surface. It is necessary to hoist them 
five hundred and fifty feet by ropes to reach 
the level of the next shaft, then carry them 
nearly half a mile through the drifts, hoist- 
ing them by the man car, The wife of 
Pope was standing in the shaft house with 
her husband’s dinner when the terrible ac- 
cident occurred. Twelve went down this 
morning, but one of them was attacked by 
sickness and was sept up, accompanied by 


one of his comrades, ” 
“The coroner and a jury are now making

Public meetings to voice the opinions 
of localities upon this case have ceased, but 
it has by no means dropped out of public at- 
tention and there fs a feeling of disquiet 
evident-on all sides, Wherever a group of 
4) are to be seen together the chances 
aré tem to one that they are talking about 
the Denmark affair, and an ominous sign is 
that they do not talk with the white peo- 
ple about it, for heretofore they have been 
free to complain to that element in the com- 
munity when they felt that they had cause. 

There is a division of feeling among the 
whites, but it is by no means an even di- 
vision, ‘The most influential newspapers in 
the state have, with practical- unanimity, 
condemned the lynching, and more strongly 
still the white cifigens who in formal pub- 
lic. meeting, as at Barnwell, held up the 
bands of the lynchers and denounce the 
editors who stigmatized the ‘lynching as a 
murder. But, notwithstanding these utter- 
ances by the newspapers, there is reason to 
believe that they do not represent the feel- 
ing of their readers. small element 
amongst the white population boldly de- 
clare that Peterson was guilty of the foul 
crime which no southern man would hesi- 
tate to ‘punish by lynch law. But a much 
larger element, accepting the positive testti- 
mony of the girl, who was the victim of the 
outrage, to the effect that Peterson was not 
her assailant, and his strong alibi, are, nev- 
ertheless, of the opinion that an example 
was necessary to secure the safety of 
their families, and so sanction the sacrifice 
of the negro's life. Pitted against these two 
elementa. and in the minority, so far as close 
inquiry can discern, are the white men who 
contend for strict justice, for observance of 
the law, and who desire to foster the de- 
velopment of the natural resources of the 
state by assuring the safety of the invest- 
ment of canital. 

Though the feeling is bitter, ft is not to 
be understood that there is eminent danger 
of a war of races. The negroes are acting 
with prudence and are Mscussing the affairs 
calmly but earnestly. They have abandoned 
hope of outside interference and are becoming 
self-reliant. Amongst other prejects they are 
discissing emigration. But faith in this is 
confined to a cemparatively small propor- 
tion of the negroes, and that is largely made 
up of the lowest element among them. . 

Very many of them have become possessed 
of small holdings ut land and others earn 
good wages as carpenters and artisans of va- 
rious classes. They have local attachments 
and interests that they cannot disregard, 
and as they include in their ranks the intelli- 
gence of the negroes, they are able to in- 
fluence the entire mass. For the same rea- 
sons they advise against violence which would 
precipitate a race war, resulting almost in ex- 
termin#tion. Rut they do mean to use their 

ower and their resources of brain and sinew 

n potigicS on a scale they have never before 
attempted, and that is what the negroes are 
privately disenssing just now. Herenfter 
national issues are to be as nothing to them, 
if the leaders prevail, for they are looking 
after their own ‘protection. 


THE SUPREME COURT WILL ADJOURN. 


About Fifty Cases to Be Disposed of—Today 
Ba Notable One in the History of the Court. 

Washington. May 14.—The supreme court 
of the United States is expected. to adjourn 
for the term at the close of its session to- 
morrow, to meet again the second Monday 
in October next. Before adjournment the 
court will announce ifS opinion and judg- 
ment in a number of important cases that 
have been submitted for consideration in 
the course of the term drawing to a close. 
The document of argued cases is now com- 
paratively small, the special session of last 
Wednesday having afforded the court an 
opportunity for reducing it by the disposi- 
tion of twenty-three cases. There yet re- 
mafa, however, about fifty, which include 
the. Chinese registration act and -the hat 
trimming case, recently argued. There is 
also the case of Norman Bros, vs: the state 
of North Dakota, ex-rel Louis W. Storer, an 
elevator case of great interest throughout 
the northwest. The cases of Shirely vs. 
Bowlby et al., from the supreme court of 
the state of Oregon, and of W. F. Prosser, 
of the board of harbor line commissioners, 
vs. the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
from the United States cireuif court for 
Washington, involve questions similar to 
those decided last winter in the Chicago 
jake front cases. A ruling upon: thé~ motion 
to bring up the case of the Edison Electric 
Light Company vs. the Sawyer Manufactur- 
ing Company, In which is contained a con- 
troversy between the two great electric cor- 
porations of the country—the General Elec- 
tric Company ‘and the Westinghouse, is 
looked for tomorrow. Altogether it promises 
to " a notable day In thé history of the 
court. 


DROWNED WHILE BATHING, 


A Savannah Lady Loses Her Life in a Florida 
Lake. 

Micanopy, Fla., May 14.—(Special.)—Miss 
Maggie McNish, a young lady from Savin- 
nab, visiting the family of R. B. Taylor 
here, was accidentally drowned in Wauberg 
lake this morning. She was bathing near 
the shore in company with Dick Wallace, a 
lad twelve Years of age. Miss McNish tried 
to overtake a floating boat a few feet dis- 
tant, but could not do it, and in returning 
she must have been hindered by the bonnets 
on the surface of the lake. She screamed 
twice and then sank. Little Dick tried to 
reach her with a stick. R. B. Taflor, in 
the dwelling 300 yards distant, was in- 
formed and ran to the scene, and after her- 
culean efforts found the body on the bot- 
tom in seven ‘feet of water. 


Government Troops Repulsed. 
Panama, May 14.—Ex-President Zavala, of 
Nicaragua, telegraphs from Granada today: 
“Almost all the country has risen against the 
government. The departments of Granada, 
Masaya and Rivas, Chontales, Matagalpa, 
New Sagova and Lake Nicafagua have risen. 


-San Juan and the Atlantic coast are in the 


possession of the revolutionists. President 
Sacasa has been reduced to, the capitol. He 
is drawing his resources of men and money 
from the departments of Leon and Chinan- 
dego. The revolutionary army is camped at 
Masaya. Three formidable attacks by the 
goveriment troops have been repulsed with 
great loss to the assailants. The govern- 
ment is on the defensive. The revolution ad- 
vances daily and its triumpb is certain.” 


Mexico Fixing Up Her Army. 

City of Mexico, May 14.—Two warships of 
the most improved pattern are to be pur- 
chased by the government, and the navy %s 
to be otherwise improved and increased. It 
is President Diaz’s intention fo also improve 
the standard of the reguiar army. New 
rules and regulations are to be issued gov- 
erning the age and piysical condition of 
men entering the army. -

Smallpox in Virginia. 
Petersburg, Va., @ay 14.—Information has 
been received here from a prominent citizen 
of Lunenburg county that there are twenty 
cases of smallpox in the vicinity of the county 
courthouse and that there have n several 
deaths. Owing to the presence of the disease, 
there have been no sessions of the court.

And Twenty-Five People Perish Off 
Trevose Head.’ 


THE COLLISION DUE TO A HEAVY FOG. 


An Attempt Made to Rescue Proves Fruit- 
less— Who the Lost Are— Another 
Accident Reported. 


London, May 14.—The captain of the 
steamship City of Hamburg, which arrived 
at Swansea today from Hamburg, reports 
that at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon his 
vessel collided in a fog off Trevose Head, 
coast of Cornwall, with the -ship Countess 
Evelyn, bound with passengers and iron 
ore form Bilboa, Spain, to New Port, Wales. 
The captain of the Countess Evelyn jumped 
aboard the City of Hamburg, and Mate 
Richards crawled to her through a hole jn 
the Countess Evelyn’s quarter. Ninety 
seconds later, the Countess Evelyn went un- 
der with her crew of sixteen and with nine 
passengers, 

Boats were lowered at once from the City 
of Hamburg, but the search in the fog prov- 
ed almost useless. Seaman Jarbin was 
picked up, but he died a few minytes after 
having been brought aboard the steamship. 
The dead body of a little girl also was 
found, Ootherwise the attempt at rescue 
was resultless, 

The lost passengers were the English wife 
and son and daughter of a Spanish gentle- 
man ir Bilboa; Mrs. Williams, her son and 
infant daughter; two men named Barton 
and a Londoner whose name has not been 
ascertained. 

The steamer Ataka, which arrived at 
Cardiff today, was damaged yesterday in a 
collision with an unknown ship off Lundy 
isle. The Ataka’s captain’ thinks that 
the other vessel went down with all on 
board, 


SWEEPING THROUGH THE LEVEES. - 


The Waters of the Missis»ippi Make a Six 
Mundred Foot Gap Near Lakeport.

WILL EULALIA VISIT US P 


No Satisfactory Understanding Regarding 
Courtesies to Be Exchanged Reached. 


Washington, May 14.—The uncertainty sur- 
rounding the visit of the Princess Infanta 
Eulalia to the United States to visit the 
world’s fair. which has been attributed on , 
the one hand to a fear on the part of the 
infanta that she would not be able to under- 
go the fatigue, if she were able to withstand 
the rigors of the climate, and ou the other 
hand to a dissatisfaction by the Spanish of- 
ficials with the character of the reception 
and the manner of the entertainment’ pro- 
vided by this government for its guest, arises 
from neither cause. 

While it is true that the infanta is in deli- 
cate bealth, her health is not in such a crit- 
ical state but that if everything was satisfac- 
torily arranged she would be able tv brave 
all possible danger thereto involved in a 
trip to Chicago and retura. And it is denied 
that dissatisfaction is, or has been, express- 
ed by the representatives of the Spanish 
government with the arrangements for the 
entertainment of the princess and her party. 
According to her people, the inufanta would 
be perfectly satisfied with whatever quarters 
might be provided by this government in 
carrying out the invitation extended to the 
queen regent of Spain, whose personal repre- 
selitutive she is, tu visit the United States as 
its guest. But it was learned today. that 
the representatives of Spain and the United 
States have thus far fu.led to reach a sat- 
isfactory understanding regarding the  pro- 
gramme of courtesies to be eacnanged be- 
tween the president and the itnfanta in the 
course of her stay in Washington. According 
to custom, the princess, at a couvenicnt pe- 
riod after her arrival, would call upon tbe 
president and Mrs. Cleveland at the white 

ouse. Whether or not the president should 
return the call upon the princess at her 
quarters’ in the hotel is the qtestion upon 
the settlement of which depends the future 
course of the infanta. 

The Spanish representatives, it is under- 
stood, insist that the return visit to the 
princess is one that is due by courtesy and 
should be paid. ‘hey argue that the princess 


is the personal representative of the queen 
and is in the United States on the express 
invitation of the congress thereof. tnder 
these conditions, and these only, they feel 
that the return visit should be paid. Tf the 
infanta were traveling through the Country 


as a tourist merely, she would pay her re- 
spects to the president but no visit from 
him would be expected. uor, indeed, would

Death of Mr. Sterling Smith—The Prepa- 
rations for the Reception of the Edi- 
tore—Services at First Presbyterian. 


Macon, Ga., May 14.—(Special.)—There 


s yet been no suspension of workmen 
os ae Sane of the Central railroad in 
this city, but last night an order was pro- 
mulgated cutting down the time of a days 
work from ten hours to seven and a half 
hours. This will of course reduce the pay 
per diem of the men, but reduced hours is 


very much better than a suspension of work 
for several months. Superintendent Wad- 
Jey has tried very hard to prevent the sus- 
pension, and it is presumed that he -has 
succeeded in doing so by reducing the 
hours of work. The new order goes into 
effect tomorrow morning. It is not known 
at this writing what the hours of work 
will be, but it is thought that the forces 
will begin work at half-past 6 a. m., as 
usual, take one hour for dinner and cease 
working at 8 o'clock p. m., instead of 5:30 
p. m., as formerly. One advantage in 
quitting at 3 o'clock will be that the 
men will have ample time to go to Central 
City park and see baseball, as the regular 
hour for beginning the game is 4 o'clock. 

It has been suggested by some that the 
reduction of hours is but the forerunner of 
a suspension, which may come sooner OF 
Jater. The writer in common with all the 
people of Macon sincerely hopes that there 
will be no suspension, but, on the contrary. 
that the men will soon be put back on full 
time. There are over five hundred men 
employed at the shops of the Central road 
in this city, and there is plenty of work for 
them to do. A suspension of so large a 
number of men would work a great hard- 
ship on many of them and would seriously 
effect business and damage trade in all 
departments. All in Macon remember the 
stagnation given commerce here by the 
suspension of the workmen a little over a 
year ago at the Central shops in this city. 
t is earnestly hoped there will not be a 
repetition of this experience. 

Death of Sterling Smith. 

Mr. Sterling Smith, a brother of City 
Clerk Bridges Smith. died this morning.

Attorney West Declares Those Certificates 
Ailegaiand Void—Pope Barrow Keplies. 
Savannah, Ga., May 14.—(Special.)— 

When the heating in the debenture sults was 

reopened in the city court yesterday, 

Attorneys C. N. West opened his argument 

for the defense by intimating that the

AN EMPTY TREASURY. 


Brooks County Unable to Pay Cash for What 
She Gets.

CHIEF CONNOLLY LEAVES TODAY. 


He Will Be Absent About Ten Days—A 
Very Important and Interesting 
Convention, 


Chief of Police Connolly leaves this

It is expected that. the 
cniefs of police of all the principal cities 
of the United States will be present, ana 
a most beneficial council will be held. 

This convention is the second one ever 
held by the police chiefs. Chief of Polite 
W. W. Seavery, of Omaha, Neb., is one 
of the leading spirits of the coming con- 
rention, and to his efforts more than any- 
thing else will be due the success which it 
is expected will be realized in the conven- 
tion. Chief Seavery has sent out all the 
invitations. and has, through a great deal 
of correspondence, worked the movement 
up to where a great deal of interest {fs felt. 

In a letter recently sent out by him to 
the different chiefs of police of the country 
he stated that he had received letters from 
the chiefs of police of nearly every city of 
any prominence in the United States, in 
which they stated that they would attend 
the eonveution.

Atlanta’s Charity. 

The Milledgeville Chronicle tells the 
sad story of a poor widow from Texas 
who landed in Atlanta a few days ago 
with a small child and only 75 cents in 
her pocket. 

It seems that the woman's husband 
died in Texas, a short time agu, and 
left her destitute. She had heard of 
‘Atlanta as a prosperous city in whitich 
the deserving poor could obtain emp*»y- 
ment, and so she came here. Unfortu- 
nately, she was about to become a 
mother again. She could get no work, 
and our various charitable institutions 
would not receive her. Finally, she was 
shipped to Augusta. That city promptly 


-gent her to Macon, and Macon lost no 


time in getting rid of her. She was 
sent to Milledgeville, where a Christian 
lady sheltered her, and The Chronicle 
says that the good people of the town 
will assist in taking care of her until she 
is able to get work. 

Such is the story told by the Milledge- 
ville paper, and the article is spiced 
with such paragraphs as the following: 

Atlanta's charity may not be very much 


akin to that of the Christ who blessed and 


forgave the Magdalenes. * * * 

It was a reproach to a humane, to say 
nothing of a Christian people, to have any 
woman in Mrs. Blacke’s condition dragged 
around from place to place. 

If no mistake has been niade as to 
Mie facts, we can only say that this ts 
an exceptional case. Of Gourse our char- 
itable institutions give the preference to 
home people. They have to be very 
cautious about receiving strangers who 
come from distant points, apparently 
with no good reason for coming. 

Atlanta’s record is such that she can 
stand an occasional fling from outsiders 
about her “boasted charity.” The fact 
is, she does very little boasting. Her 
rich and well-to-do people aid the poor, 
maintain charitable institutions, and in 
cases of emergency when ordinary 
methods of relief are inadequate, they 
get together and raise thousands of 
dollars in a few hours to help their suf- 
fering neighbors. 

Sometimes a stranger within our 
gates has a hard time. Such cases hap- 
pen everywhere. Our system of char- 
ity is not perfect, but it is getting bet- 
ter. organized every day. If it ever 
breaks down or becomes less beneficia? 
it will be on account of an influx of 
strangers clamoring for relief to such 
an extent that our limited resources 
will make it ouf of the question to pro- 
vide for them. No city in the country 
holds itself ready to receive aiid support 
all the penniless strangers who may 
flock there from distant states. It ifs 
too much to expect and too much to 
attempt. 


A Deserved Tribute, 

Judge Chrisman's brave and success- 
ful stand against tiff white caps in Mis- 
sissippi was so highly appreciated in 
New Orleans that the cotton exchange 
of that city presented him with a hana- 
some ebony gavel heavily ornamented 
with gold. The letter of presentation 
says: | 

We feel that with the aid of such men as 
you we can guarantee all who ask homes in 
the rich and prosperous counties and _ par- 
ishes of the south as full protection as can be 
had apywhere oa the face of the globe. 

This is the point made the other day 
in an editorial in these columns. When 
our governors, judges, sheriffs and lead- 
ing citizens show, like Judge Chrisman, 
that they will stand by the law at the 
peril of their lives, and against any 
odds, the white caps and other lynchers 
will go out of business.

The 
president says that another offensive 
remark made by The Americus Re, 
corder is contained in the statement 
that he is a republican on every issue 
but that of the tariff. The fact that 
Mr. Cleveland resents this criticism 
shows that The Constitution has cor- 
rectly outlined his position. The Re. 
corder’s statement would have no ele- 
ment of offensiveness in it if the presi- 
dent did not stand squarely on the dem- 
ocratic platform, and if he did not be- 
lieve that every pledge set forth in that 
declaration should be redeemed in strict 
accordance with democratic interpreta.

Thus, it is settled that the democratic 
president has a profound contempt for 
mugwumpery and that his democracy 
embraces every pledge made in the 
democratic platform; that he is in favor 
of a tariff for revenue only and in favor 
of bimefallism.

‘The enormous percentage of nhegro 
death rates as compared with those of 
the whites is startling. If in Washing- 
ton, where the negroes have been aided 
by the government for many years, 
their death rate doubles that of the 
whites, what can be expected in other 
localities? 

If this condition continues much lon- 
ger the race problem will be solved by 
the gradual extinction of the negroes. 
Possibly as they progress in education 
they may take better care of them- 
selves, but after a generation of free. 
dom it is very evident that they are not 
holding their own. The census com- 
pletely smashes Judge Tourgee’s estti- 
mate of the future increase of the ne- 
gro race. 


The Platform and the Ratio. 

In The Washington, Ga., Chronicle we 
find the following remarks that suggest 
comment: 

The Atlanta Constitution says that fealty 
to Cleveland is not the proper test of democ- 
racy. The “platform is the test,"’ it says, 
The Chicago platform, we suppose. 

Our contemporary constantly tells us that 
“the platform pledges the party to the free 
coinage of silver.’ The mere words “free 
coinage’ have become extremely ambiguous 
and are easily used to create a false impres- 
sion which we will not say is intended. The 
platform does not pledge the party to the 
free coinage of silver at the present ratio of 
16 to 1. The words of the platform are, ‘We 
hold to the use of both gold and silver money 
as the standard money of the country, and to 
the coinage of both gold and silver without 
discriminating against either metal or charge 
for mintage." ' 

A bill for adding to the geilver in a dollar, 
or any one of a variety of other measures 
for maintaining bimetallic currency coul be 
passed without violating this platform. 

Mr. Cleveland is pledged against free coin- 
age at the present ratio. 

Before he was nomifiated he wrote a letter 
in which he distinctly stated that he would 
veto a bill for it, and Georgia knowing it 
voted for him. He is doubtly pledged, be- 
cause the increased democratic votes of the 
north which made the party successful were 
cast on the faith of this pledge. 

he point to which we uesire to call 
the attention of our~contemporary is 
that the ratio is not the thing. We can- 
not buy a pair of shoes for a neighbor 
unless we know the sizé he wears. The 
old saying that the way to make a 
rabbit stew is to first catch your rabbit 
has a wide application. 

All talk about the ratio is in the air 
until we find to what extent it necds 
adjusting. No living man really Knows 
what the ratio should be. It is a inat- 
ter to be discovered by actual test. We 
might as- well expect a chemist to tell 
us how many grains of poison thére are 
In a bottle of liquid without giving him 
the privilege of unsealing the bottle. 

In short, the adjustment of the ratio 
depends wholly and solely on legislation 
supplementary to free coinage. To 
State the fact is to prove it. It is a 
matter that does not admit of argu- 
ment. We may say to our contempo- 
rary, therefore, that to begin to argue 
about the ratio at this time is to put the 
cart before the horse. It should be 
said, moreover, that fhere is nothing 
sacred about the ratio. It has already 
been tampered with in the course Of 
our history. But it was the gold, and 
not the silver coins, that suffered from 
the tampering. By the act of June 28, 
1834, the pure gold in the eagle was re- 
duced from 247 1-2 grains to 232 grains, 
and the other gold pieces were reduced 
in proportion. In other words, by 
changing the gold pieces the ratio was 
made 16 to 1 insféad of 15 to 1, as it 
had been. It may be necessary to still 
further clip the gold coins, or it-may be 
necessary to add to the pure silver in 
the standard dollar. That is a matter 
for supplementary legislation, and the 
data necessary to gO upon eannot be ’ 
obtained until silver cotnageis stripped 
of the discriminating legislation which 
was hung to it to hold the price of sil- | 
ver down. 

This is simple, natural and reasona- 
ble, and on these lines the democratie 
7 interpreted during the 
campaign. If any pledge made in that 
platform is not simple, natural, reason, 
able and feasible it is a shan and a 
fraud. We do not know of any pledge 
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For that reason we af now sorry to

gee some of our contemporaries darkly |

The Dog Law Nuisance,

off her property heediess of her entreaties, 
fomthe poundmaster gets 50 cents for the ex- 
pense of taking up each dog which is re. 
claimed and 25 cents a day for the cost of 
keeping it. All dogs not. reclaimed are requir. 
ed to be destroyed, but there have been times 
when the iaw was not obeyed in the case of 
valuable animals, for they were sold, 

Civilization brings many inconven-. 
fences and no small share of injustice. 
The citizen who buys a tag for his pet 
dog is at the mercy of any street gamin 
who is mean enough to steal it. Prac. 
tically there is no remedy. The good 
citizen must pay for a dog tag and then 
have no proteetion. This is the sum 


and substance of our system.

“I think that was supposed by some, 
but I do not think the bishop will insist 
upon that being the interpretation of his 
plan.

Another Bone of Contention. 


“It is alleged that the bishop is inelined 
to ritualistic practices—how about that?’ 

“He is suspected of ritualism, but he as- 
sured me at South Bethlehem, before he 
was ‘elected, That he was not a ritualist. 
I told him frankly that ritualism would 
not be tolerated by the church in Georgia, 
and he assured me thut such a temper was 
perfectly agreeable to him. 

“The bishop is an able man, a good ad- 
ministrator and full missionary enter- 
prise. I think when he comes to under- 
staud the people of Georgia a little better 
he will find less friction, and will do good 
for the churcii.” 

“Is it true that he had cathedral plans 
in his pocket when he came to Georgia?’

Mr. Burton Smith's Views. 


When approached on these matters Satur- 
day evenfhg. Mr. Smfth laughingly refused

close neighbor. I do not believe that he 
contemplates degrading the churches, or 
wiping out the parishes. He would not 
be able to do that, for’ the principle of 
local self-government is dear to the people 
in church as‘ well as state. I think the 
result of our meeting tonight will be the 
adoption of a series of resolutions which 
Colonel Harrison and myself, after mutual 
concessions, agreed upon this afternoon, and 
which will preserve the general rights of 
congregations and parishes, and yet give 
scope for the cathedral project upon per- 
fectly proper and adaptable lines.” 

“ en the bishop explained, on Tuesday 
evening, that the ‘cathedral would have no 
representation in the dioscesan convention, 
and would be peveenet by a chapter of 
eighteen men, only four of whom would be 
from Atlanta, and all of his own appoint- 
ment, why did you object?’ 

“Atlanta was a small village while Au- 
gusta and Savannah were already cities 
with large churches. Now, they do not 
like the making of Atlanta the see city of 
the dioscese, and they would scarcely feel 
impelled to do us justice in all things if 
their men governed the cathedral chapter.

A SERMON TO THE ARTILLERY. 


Dr. Kendall at the Boulevard Church—Dr> 
Robbins at the First Methodist. 
Other Churches. 


There was a large congregation at St. 
Luke’s at the morning service. But there al- 
ways is a large congregation at this church. 
On any Sunday, with nothing special to at- 
tract, the church is full and often crowded, 
and among them are a larger percentage of 
strangers and people from other churches 
than in almost any other church. Dr. Bar- 
rett is evidently very popular, not only with 
his own denomination, but with others and 
With many who are not attached to auy 
church. 


The Atlanta Artillery, of which company 
Dr. Barrett is chaplain, attended the service 
and this sermon was especialy to them, His 
text was Matthew xiv, 31: ‘ erefore didst 
thou doubt?” He said: 

“Our Lord had been beyond the Jake Genes- 
saret working miracles. It was natural for 
Him to work miracles, for He was himself a 
miracle, the greatest of them all. Instead of 
cavilling and wondering about the miracles 
one should wonder at their source, where the 
true miracie lies. It is like investigating 
wonderful streams instead of looking at the 
more wonderful fountain from which they 
necessarily flow. But the miracles had been 
misunderstood. He meant them as a sort 
of kindergarten example to the dumb faith 
of the world, but they took them as exhibi- 
tions of power and wanted to make Him king, 
even His apostles becoming ambitious and 
expecting to rise by His exaltation. When 
He discovered this He sent them all off in 
a boat—a small rowboat. It was not a long 
journey, but they were delayed, and at 3 
o'clock in the morning, when Peter was 
probably steering and battling with the 
storm; they saw something on the water, 
which they thought to be a ghost. When Pe- 
ter recognized his Master’s voice he asked 
and received permission to come to Him, 
but His faith ae he began to sink. Je- 
sus saved him and then said, ‘O thou of little 
faith, wherefore didst thou fear.’ 

“One remarkable thing about the Bible is 
that it tells of the faults of its greatest 


heroes. Thus it tells about the fear of Pe- 
ter, the impurity of David, the impatience 
of Job, the ambition of John—faults the 


most opposite of their true character. 

“T shall not talk to you today about physical 
fear, nor of physical courage. Physical cour- 
age is a thing to be desired, like beauty, but 
it is not necessary. hen two men go into 
a battle, the one with a physical exilaration, 
the other trembling with physical dread, but 
going as his duty requires, I really think 
the last man is the braver. 

‘The incident related shows the cause of 
Peter’s fear; he looked around at the diffi- 
culties surrounding him and not straight for- 
ward at the goal to be reached. Many things 
are hard to do; one of the hardest is to speak 
the truth. But never think about the dif. 
ficulties in the way; look at the right and do 
it, and you will find the beginning hardest 
of all. Never say, wherefore did I try, but 
Wherefore should I fear. So it is about be- 
lHeving the truth. Never fear to investigate 
a creed; if they cannot bear scrutiny let them 
perish. Truth is of God and cannot be de- 
stroyed—don't believe any truth can ever 
suffer from investigation. 

“So also with religion. Don't turn aside 
to took at the difficulties in the way, the 
doubts to be overcome, the imperfections of 
Christians, your own faults and the sugges- 
tion of the devil that you cannot be a 
Christian, but keep your eyes fixed upon 
Christ, listen to Him and fear not.”

A shameful 
spectacle was seen on Capitol avenue yester- 
day, half-grown boys working on the public 
streets chained to hardened convicts. ‘Tnts, 
he said, is not the way to save those boys, and 
that the system would hander them to crimi- 
nal lives. He did not blame the officers in 
charge, but the law. Said such law is a dis- 
grace. God is pitiful and merciful, but the 
very mercy makes it necessary for Him to 
lift His hand against those who persist in 
sin and unrighteousness. There is an awful 
unishment that overtakes a man. I do not 
snow what it is. It is awfu] for a willful. 
unrighteous sinner to fall into the hands of 
the living God. I do not want to go to a 
country, the keeping away from which makes 
angels sing and rejoice._When the gates are 
shut they are closed forever and no future 
change for a lost soul can be possible. When 
a soul is fost it is lost forever and the angels’ 
something of the hopelessness 
despair of the lost. TI am not surprised at 
them singing hallelujahs over a_ repenting 
soul. Oh, ye who have ears to hear let him 
hear. Open the deaf ears of clay that hear 
nothing but words of business and pleasure, 
and let them ljsten to the angelic song of 
the angels over a repenting soul. What is 
the value of an immortal soul?

New York, May 14.—Tomorrow the Brook- 
lyn handicap will be seen dy the largest crowd 
that has ever gathered within the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club’s enclosure. The race never 
looked more open and those who make the 
journey to the track, will in all probability, 
see an interesting and brilliant contest. 

The opinion was universal tonight that 
Lamplighter will go to the post the favorite 
when he will probably open & to 5, but $f 
Pierre Lorillard does not send up a big com- 
mission from Johnstown, and if M. Dwyer 
does not decide to plunge on hMfi, Lamplighter 
ought to be 2 to 1 or 3 to 1. Banquet ought 
to be the second choice, but if Mr. Dwyer de- 
cides to play his horse, Banquet will go to the 
post the favorite. 

Of the others Charade and Judge Morrow will 
unquestionably find the most support. Judge 
Morrow is as uncertain as a womad, an aspen 
leaf or an industrial stock. He invariably does 
what he is not expected to do. Whes a0 one 
thinks he can win and when he is at 10 to 1, 
Judge Morrow can give Salvator a race at 
4 to 5. When his owner, his jockey and his 
trainers are all down, flying Joe can run his 
eye out. The Judge is at his best in the spring 
and at that season when he is trained to the 
hour, he is a second ciass handicap 
horse. In tomorrow's race he has all the ad- 
vantage of a skillful and competent trainer 
and of being perfectly fit. 

If the track is heavy there will be a plunge 
on Mars. This gallant horse was for a long 
time an object of abuse and ridicule. He is 
of an extremely nervous temperament and as 
a two-year-old was never quite able to do him- 
self justice. Last summer and fall Mars show- 
ed his best form and he was then a really 
good class handicap horse, not a first-class 
horse, it is true, but well up in the second 
division. He has unlimited courage ana abil- 
ity to go twice as far as he will be asked 
to travel tomorrow. Jonn A. Morris said last 
year that Mars could beat Lexingtons four 
mile record and Mr. Morris always knows 
what he is talking about. Mars has great rat- 
ing power but is lacking in that phenomenal 
burst of speed which the great horse posses- 


ses. 

Pickpocket was well named. He has run 
worse when he should have run best, and his 
career has been one long disappointment to his 
stable and its followers. He is a great horse in 
his trial and annually a very poor horse in 
his races. He W“ll not Jack preparation, how- 
ever, for his irainer, J. W. Rogers, is one of 
the foremost men in his business and besides 
being a careful horseman is a remarkaliy ip- 
telligent man. John Huggins, who trains for 
Pierre Lorillard and Roger, are regarded 
by turfmen as the best trainers in the coun- 


try.

the questions to be decided, — ye 
referring to the issue of water bonds, . 
most important and momentous. Upon a 
setf@ment of that question by ballot de- 
pends the matter of public ngtlhoeys 
in this city for the next twelve mon — 
come. As for the waterworks, they a 
be put through no matter how the setae “= 
is decided on Tuesday, but the money tha 
will be taken to pay for it will be that 
which the council contemplated should be 
osed in street and sewer improvements. 

To carry the bonds it is necessary that 
two-thirds of the 2,295 voters who haye 
registered for the election shall vote for 
their issue, and it is believed that that 
nutuber of favorable votes will be cast. 
But not the most sanguine friend of the 
bond issue contends that the matter 1s 
certain. There is practically no opposition 
tq the issuing of the bonds and the great- 
est danger lies in the possible failure of a 
sufficient number of the registered voters 
young. 

— history of the present water bend 
election is familiar to the citizens of At- 
lata. The people have already voted 
for the issue. the bonds have once been 
issued, and sold, but after the sale some 
slight flaw was discovered in the issue, 
and to protect the purchasers the council 
ordered another election in order to remove 
any possible doubt as to the legality of the 
bonds. So the election on Tuesday is 
merely for the purpose of righting a slight 
technical error. The people have already 
given their Verdict on the question, and it 
is Dot presumed that they will revoke it. 

The money that will be realized is ur- 
zeutly needed to pay the expenses of the 
completion of the waterworks, and if it is 
net obtained the city will be considerably 
elubarrassed. ‘The appropriations for the 
several city departments and for the street 
nud seWer liwprovements have been made 
On the supposition that Ug Yeuds would 
certainly be issued. If tue bunds are not 
issued, the $182,000 necessary to com- 
diete the waterworks will have to be taken 
from the department of public improve- 
ments, and for twelve months street and 
sewer work will be at a standstill. 

Already the public bas been shown what 
will be done by a suspension of all street 
and sewer work, pending the result of the 
bond election. This class of Work was sus- 
pended six weeks ago aud if the bonds 
are not carried it will not be, resumed, but 
the money turne! to meet the needs for 
which the water bouds are sougitt to be is- 
sed. Not Only this. but the moat rigid 
economy would have to be practiced in all 
the city imprevemeiuts, and in some of them 
the appropria tious would have to be cur- 


tafled. So. it will be seen, that not only 
the street aud sewer improvements, but the 
Welfare of each departinent of the = city 
government depends in some measure upon 


the result of tre bond election. 

Many of the tedding citizous of the city 
have been work.ouc ike beavers for the 
snecess of the issue. fe ting that it was an 
urgent need. On election day it is urged 
chat every registered voter go out and cast 
nis ballot for te issue. 

The county bond election, to be held on 
the same day, is also exciting considerable 
mrerest. The history of this election, be- 
ing quite recent, is also familiar to the 
reading public. For some time a moye- 
ment has been on foot looking to the bnild- 
ing of a larger and more commodious court- 
house and a new jail. While there is some 
division of opinion as to the need of the 
former, the public is unanimens in the 
opinion that a new jail should be speeddy 
built. The ‘eounty commissioners have 
been wrestling with the courthouse and jail 
matter for some time, and only a few 
months ago resolved to submit it to the 
people in the shape of a proposition -to is- 
sue bonds. While they were discussing 
the courthouse and jail matter the com- 
missioners, in some war, docided to add 
a reformatury to the lst of pnblic linprove- 
ments, aml when the people vote on the 
MF courthouse and jail on tomorrow *ey 
Will al ‘he same time vote on the matter 
of erecting a reformatory prison for ju- 
rvevile offenders. 

A Talk with Judge Hillyer. 

“Yes,” said Judge Hillyer, when asked 
What he would like to say to the people 
about the water bunds, “| have something 
to Say. I have already explained yery ful- 
Y, aS has also beed doue in circulars issued 
by the mayor, that the $182,000 of wate: 
bonds to be voted on the 16th instant will 
not really add anything to the debt of the 
ciity—that is, accorfing to the amount of 
the debt—as the people have already yoted 
ft. There was a mére technicality in the 
former proceedings, something about. the 
notice, that in reality amotnted to nothing, 
and yet under the forms of law, it has been 
held sufficient to invalidate part of those 
bonds, The object of the present election 
is merely to correct that defect. The bonds 
that are to be issued are not new bonds, but 
merely, by a vote of the people to Jegalize 
what they have already done, and to make 
now the same issue of bonds they have al- 
ready ordered. 

“I wish very much that people would go 
out and visit the new works and see what 
a fine plant we have, and what assurance 
it gives of an edequate supply of water— 
good water, that one thing needful, here at 
the elevated location of our city, in order to 
make possible the enormous increase of 
population and business for which we so 
confidently look, but which we cannot have 
without avater.
